BUENOS AIRES, Nov. . Col. Roosevelt 
reviewed, the crack regiments of the Ar- 
gentine army this evening and was the prin- 
cipal guest at a banquet of the Museo So- 
cial Argentine, at which theré were .50 
guests. :

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TAX ON INCOMES 
CALLED UNJUST 


Roberts “Walker Gives His 
Opinion of Law at Bar As- 
sociation Meeting. 


GOES INTO THE DETAILS. 


Declares, Dividing Line at or 
Near the. $1,000 Mark 
Would Be More Fair. 


Roherts Walker, former chairman of the 
executive committee and general counsel for 
the Rock Island railroad system, gave his 
opinion of the income tax law at the monthly 
meeting of the Chicago Bar association et 
the Mid-Day club last night. 

Mr. Walker, now general counsel for the 
First National bank, Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany, Astor Trust company, Liberty National 
bank, and other financial institutions of New 
York, did not mince words when he told the 
Chicago lawyére he did not think the income 
tax equitable. 


Dwells on Unfairness Tax. 

“ Politically, income taxes always are held 
up for universal admiration because, it is 
asserted, no other species of taxation bears 
so equitably and ratably on all taxable per- 
sons,“ said Mr. Walker. Certain earnest 
people in Washington honestly believe the 
act is preéminent in this respect and a model 
of fairness. But even the most superficial 
inepection will disclose the contrary. 
“Ts it fair to tax the man of $3,050 net in- 
come and not the man with §2,250 in these 
d ys of high living cost? Would not a divid- 
ing line at or near the $1,000 mark have been 
more just? Is it not unfair—even spoligtory 
and anarchistic—to tax large incomes 6 or 7 
per cent and to impose the surtax on items 
not subject to the normal tax? | 

Lays Stress on Zugaboos.“ 
What shadow of justice is there in taxing 
twice or thrice the same corporate income 
merely because of the bugaboos of the hold- 
ing company? Nor is this the worst. This 
law creates favqred classes. Not merely are 
only an estimated 425,000 taxed out of 6,000,- 
000 voters, but some of the most subetantial 
incomes will escape taxation.” 

In speaking of the enforcement of the in- 
come tax under the regulations issued by 
the internal revenue officials, Mr. Walker 
said: 

It is hard to believe that the internal rev- 
enue officials have not exceeded their powers 
in some respects tn the regulations thus far 
promulgated., I am painfully conscious that 
this treatment of our income tax law is scat- 
tering and desultory. So is the law. Like 
some subjects in art, it does not compose.“ 


PROSECUTOR GETS NEWLINE 
ON TAMMANY GRAFT GAME. 


Upstate Contractors Said to Have Been 
“Sandbagged” Into Making Bigger 
Contributions than Was Estimated. 


New York, Nov. 12.—New sources of in- 
formation were opened up to District Attor- 
ney Whitman today in his investigation into 
the charges that road and barge canal con- 
tractors: in many counties were sand- 
bagged by Tammany hall into making con- 
tributions to state campaign funds in recent 
years. 

A fresh development caused the prosecutor 
to send an assistant, John Kirkland Clark, to 
Oswego, N. T., to confer with former Judge 
Charles N. Bulger, who has acted as attor- 
ney for upstate contractors. It is stated on 
authority that Mr. Bulger, through a friend, 
sent word several days ago to Mr. Whitman 
that he could corroborate, or disclose sources 
of corroboration, of the charges of John A. 
Hennessy, who was Gov. Sulzer’s graft in- 
vestigator. 

It is understood that Mr. Bulger told the 
prosecutor that Hennessy’s statements were 
wrong only in that the amounts mentioned 
were smaller than those really paid and that 
Hennessy'e list of “ sandbagged ” contract- 
ors was not complete.

He says 
his marriage to Mrs. Witbeck in March, 1890, 
at San Francisco was a put up job planned 
by Mrs. Witbeck and her mother, Mra. 
Bloom, who, it ie alleged, operated a disor- 
derly house. 

Clara Murray and Marie Sutton are two of 
the women named by Mrs. Witbeck. Wit- 
beck had a habit of going on sprees of several 
days’ duration, during which time he wae ac- 
companied by his women friends, she says. 
The third woman, Alice Belle Bernheim, now 
owns the property at 4724 Champlain avenue, 
deeded to her by Witbeck, Mre. Witbeck as- 
serte. 

Frank Byron Reed and J. H. Mantel are 
the men named by Witbeck. He says he has 
proof Mrs. Witbeck was a frequenter of south 
side levee cafés, where highballe were her 
favorite drinks.

Asserted Ouly Increased Rates 
Can Stave Off Receiver- 
ship for Road. 


PROUTY ITS CHAMPION. 


Commerce Board Member Hopes 
to Get Colleagues to Indorse 
Proposed Advances.

Washington. D. C., Nov. 12.—- [Special. 
Unusual efforts to save the Boston & Maine 
railroad from a threatened receivership will 
come to a head tomorrow in a conference be- 
tween Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Prouty and the state railroad commissions 
of New England. The situation has pro- 
duced not only Gnancial but political com- 
plications. 

The Boston & Maine officials assert that 
they probably cannot stave off a receivership 
unless they ate allowed to increase their 
rates. But they have filed no rate in :reases 
with the interstate commerce commission, 
which therefore is debarred from forma) con- 
sideration of the plea. 

Commissioner Prouty, who ia a Vermont 
man, has taken an aggressive interest in the 
relief of the railroad. He induced the ma- 
jority of the commission to authorize an 'n- 
formal investigation of the proposed rate ad- 
vance, which was announced in the report 
on the New Haven rallroad last June. Com- 
missioners Marble and Clements dissented 
from this action before increased rates act- 
ually were filed. 


Will Pass on Increased Rates. 

Commissioner Prouty, sitting with mem- 
bers of the New England state commissions, 
has held hearing on the proposed rate ad- 
vances and left for Boston tonight to parti- 
cipate in the final conferences on the ques- 
tion. If the state commissioners approve the 
incréase the new rates will be filed and the 
national commission will pass upon them 
formally. 

Mr. Prouty has indicated that he favors 
the railroad’s plea, but it appears his policy 
is not approved by all of his colleages. 

It is reported that further complications are 
likely to be the result of any receivership 
proceedings instituted at this time. If a 
federal court taking jurisdiction of the re- 


the tribunal might be brought into conflict 
with the federal commission. 

The division of opinion in the commission 
is over the justice of compelling the publie 
to pay higher rates in order to repair the 
financial damage done this road. Commis- 
sioners Marble and Clements assert that the 
Boston & Maine net income could be increased 
by a reform in expenditures rather than 
by an increase of rates." 


Move for Receiver News to Prouty. 

Mr. Prouty said today that he had heard 
nothing of a move for a receivership. He 
said he had anticipated nothing of this kind 
before February, when $27,000,000 of Boston 
& Maine short term notes fall due. Whether 
the banks will extend these notes depends 
on the rate advance. 

At the close of the first year of New Haven 
management the Boston & Maine dividend 
dropped from 9 to 3 per cent. For the last 
fiscal year there was only $49,000 available 
for dividends. The first three months of this 
fiecal year shows the road $680,000 in earn- 
ings short of the similar period last year. 
The indications are that fixed charges will 
not be earnéd this year. 

Commissioner Prouty says that the Boston 
& Maine had been hit more severely than 
any other road in the country by changing 
conditions with which the New Haven has 
nothing to do. He says that about $2,000,000 
of annual increase in operating expenses is 
accounted for by increased wages to em- 
ployés and another $2,000,000 by the change 
in car hire from a mileage to a per diem 
basis. 

The road wants to advance local class rates 
sufficientiy to add 38900 000 f revenue. This 
would apply to about 28 per cent of the road's 
business. The Boston chamber of commerce 
has opposed the move vigorously.

Columbus, O., Nov. 12.—Predicting that a 
resolution prohibiting the traffic in intoxicat- 
ing beverages in the United States and all ter- 
ritories under its jurisdiction soon would be 
adopted by congress and declaring that if I 
am then governor of Kansas I will immedi- 
ately convene the legislature in special s¢s- 
S on, if necessary, for the purpose of ratifying 
the amendment,“ Gov. George H. Hodges of 
Kansas tonight threw the fifteenth biennial 
convention of the American Anti-Saloen 
league into an uproar of applause. 

Gov. L. B. Hanna of North Dakota, en- 
other speaker, gave statistics to show the 
prosperity of his state under the “ prohibi- 
tlon ' reign, and said the “ brewers’ year 
book showed no consumption in his state of 
their manufacture in 1011. Gov. Hanna said, 
however, that some imtexicants were used in 
North Dakota, but that the consumption was 
80 small that there was practically no profit 
for distillers or brewers. 

Big Illinois Delegation Arrives. 

Forces at the convention were augmented 
today by the arrtval of a delegation composed 
of 260 from Illinois. With but one exception— 
that of Ohlo—the Illinois delegation is the 
largest attending the convention. 

The council of 100 which will formulate the 
demands upon congress for a prohibition 
amendment will meet on Friday, and it is ex- 
pected that 1,000 signatures will be attached 
to the petition, including! covernora, former 
governors, and members of congress. 

In some states the throne of political 
power is in the saloon, Gov. Hodges said in 
his address tonight. Kansas people. he said, 
believe that the morality that guides us in- 
dividually must guide us ae a state and na- 
tion.“ 

Prohibition has demonstrated,“ he con- 
tinued, that the most expensive revenue 
any state can colleét is the saloon iicense.”’ 


Hodges Urges Federal Action. 

With reference to federal aid in the anti- 
saloon movement and equal suffrage, Gov. 
Hodges said: 

The quickest road to effective prohibition 
is through congress. The time is opportune 
for federal prohibition dnd nation wide equal 
suffrage.’ 

He said he could give assurance that all 
Kansas congresemen would use their efforts 
for federal prohibition and universal suffrage. 

The Rev. Father J. J. Curran of Wilkes 
barre, Pa., known as a close personal friend 
of former President Roosevelt, said in his 
address that the Catholic church, through 
individual expressions of ite clergy, eventual- 
ly will give hearty indorsement to the work 
of the Anti-Saloon league, just as it has 
worked for personal abstinence in the past.

FACE MN GREAT HANDICAP. 


Lord Mersey Says Expense Should

Lord Mersey delivered an address in which 
he pointed out that although the aim of the 
conference is simple and plain it is difficult 
to arrive at a practical decision. 

There are two important considerations,”’ 
he sald. The first, that the means adopted 
must not prevent the reasonable handling 
of the ship and the second, that they must 
not be of such an extravagant kind as to 
destroy trade. In other words, the practi- 
cal requirements of business must always 
be borne in mind. 

Perfection may sometimes be reached, 
but it ts at a great cost. Notwithstanding 
this where a doubt exists the tendency al- 
ways should be toward safety rather than 
economy. Any increased cost in the true 
interest of safety will be cheerfully met with 
by the public, upon whom after all it will 
fall.“

DOCK STRIKE TIES UP DUBLIN 


Transport Workers’ Union Acts 
to Force Larkin’s Release. 


MEANS LEADER’S FREEDOM. 


Walkout Will Hurt Small Employers; 
Big Fellows to Stand Pat. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 

DUBLIN, Nov. 12.—The Transport Work- 
ers’ union, which tied up street car traffic in 
Dublin two months ago, played its trump 
eard this evening, when it called a strike of 
the dock workers. All the workers on the 
docks promptly responded and freight traffic 
is suspended. Passenger and mall traffic is 
not affected, but it is feared the strike will 
reach this branch also. 

The object of the Transport Workers’ union 


James Larkin, the strike leader, who was 
sentenced to seven months’ imprisonment, 
and secondly to compel the employers to ne- 
gotiate directly with their employése. 

Srarcely had the news of the new strike 
order become known throughout the aity 
when it was officially announced that Lar- 
kin will be released immediately. The ex- 
ercise of the prerogative of merey is em- 
cially a@oribed to the fact that de was a- 
quitted by the jury on two counts of the in- 
dictment, including that charging him with 
inciting to riot. 

It may be added, however, that the impris- 
onment of the labor leader has caused such 
a racket in the ranks of the Radical and 8o- 
clalist supporters of the government, that 
the latter deems it inadvisable to hold the 
agitator in jail any longer. 

Big Employers Stand Pat. 

The effect of the new strike order on the 
employers is, however, doubtful. Many of 
them, especially the smaller ones, will be 
hard hit by the closing of the port on the éve 
of the Christmas traffic and the public will

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The bigger employérs, on the other hand, 
insist on guarantees that there will be no 
strike for two years, and they are ready to 
continue the fight to obtain this promise. 

Of the steamships plying between Dublin 
and English and Scottish ports only six have 
been working since the strike was begun and 
now ali are stopped. Some ships in the har- 
bor have half their cargoes still aboard. 

The shutting of the port will have a disas- 
trous effect on the city and suburbs. The 
farmers cannot send cattle to England, and 
foodstuffs, already dear, will soon be at fam- 
ine prices. There were some disturbances 
in the streets this evening.

These little perch are to be had in our mar- 
kets for from 5 to 15 cents a pound. Even in a 
city the size of Chicago local fishermen with 
basket on arm cry Fresh fish” once or twice 
a week at the back doors in certain localities. 
The basket on a given day will contain perch, 
little whiteflesh, a bass, a pike, some sunfish, 
and whatever else has come to net or line. If 
you happen to go into the district where people 
know and eat eels, which are popular stewed 
‘or jellied, you may find a man walking along 
the street having in his basket three of the 
great, snaky things_of five or six pounds each, 
which he will offer to skin if you purchase. 


TO FRY PERCH.—To clean carefully, cut off 
first the two ventral fins, then vent. It does 
not matter much, but the fisherman will slash 
to one side of these in making the opening, and 
the whole line will be a ragged one. Scrape 
off the scales, cut off the head and tail (our 
foreign friends always leave these on), and, 
under water, scrape out with a pointed knife 
the dark lining on gach side of the backbone. 
The dorsal fins should have been cut off, and 
if a slice about half an inch wide is made the 
whole length of the back it is easy to split 
the fish free from the backbone after it is 
fried, into two dainty filets. Wash quickly, 
drain and wipe dry before dipping in cornmeal, 
or first in egg and then cornmeal.. Fry in a 
little fat from tried out salt pork, which is best. 
or in bacon dripping. Perch are finer yet fried 
in de fat—more moist. | 

Dead’ fish should not be left standing in 


water. It destroys their flavor in part, and 
they are not as wholesome. 

Mr. Willsie’s article should be read by every 
one interested in fish as food. It really is a 
writeup of the work being done by Dr. Carl 
Alsburg, chief of the bureau of chemistry, Dr. 
Wiley’s former post. Fish contains a large 
percentage of proteid, or is one of the nitrog- 
enous foods. It is lacking in fat, but we may 
add that in preparing it. Dr. Alsburg is quoted 
to the effect that “fish, like meat, is a nitrog- 
enous food. Its place on the menu, like that 
of meat, is to supplant the vegetables.” 7 

Fish and meat are about equally digestible, 
and “herring has the same nitrogen value 
as pork, and mackerel nearly much.” Mack- 
erel has a good percentage of fat, as has hali- 
but and shad, but salmon is three times as 
rich in this element, and so are sardine. 

If one Wishes to know what is being done 
by the physiological chemist at the head of 
our national bureau, the article by Mr. Willste 
is one to read. He says: 

“ Because we always have taken our food for 
granted, and have looked down on the people 
who prepare and handle it, we are now wildly 
trying to account for the deterioration in our 
food industries. Dr. Alsburg’s mind and the 
training of it have made him capable of recog- 
nizing the significance of facts that we have. 
not heeded. .. . He knows he has his 
finger on the nation’s pulse. He knows that to 
learn the essentials of life must ‘live in.

Resolved, That the superintendent be 
hereby directed to compile or cause to be 
compiled a body of material in English 
to conform to the course of study and to 
have it so arranged that reading, spell- 
ing, and grammar be combined in one 
book for each grade and not more than 
eight books for the_entire elementary 
course of eight years. 

The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on school management without a 
vote, as there was no objection at the time.

if the board wished her to discontinue her 
compilation of a board spelling book until 
definite action by the board on the com- 
pilation of practically all of the elementary 
text books.

Creditors 
with claims totaling $15,000 filed a bank- 
ruptcy petition against him in the United 

| States District court. 

Simultaneously Judge Landis and Judge 
Mack each entered orders of final judgment 
against him in two bond forfeitures amount- 
ing to $3,000. Executions were ordered issued 
and the government will make an immediate 
levy on his property. 

The final judgment entered by Judge Lan- 
dis was for a bond of $1,000 which Lewinsohn 
signed more than a year ago in the case of 
Spiros Cosmas, who was ordered deported to 
Greece as an undesirablo The case was ap- 
pealed and pending review of the case Cos- 
mas disappeared.

The involuntary bankruptcy petition 
against the professional bondsman was filed 
by Attorney Daniel A. Levy, representing 
about twenty depositors in Lewinsohn's pri- 
vate bank, which closed its doors a few days 
ago, following the bondsman’s disappear- 
ance, 

Mrs. Ray Sheehan of 3159 South Michigan 
avenue, a boarding house keeper, is one of 
the depositors, it is said. Many depositors 
of. the bank will meet this evening in the 
office of Sigmund Katz at 408 East Thirty- 
first street to discuss how to protect their 
interests. 


Assets to Cover Iiabilities? 
Actording to Attorney Levy the liabilities 
‘exceed $50,000. He thought Lewinsohn owns 
real estate, stocks, and bonds, in public serv- 
ice corporations amounting to about $150,000. 


Will Auschutz, Edward Brierly, and Hannah 
Tremmerling, a servant in the household of 
4 University of Chicago professor.

Tremmerling filed a claim to $6,200 entrusted 
to Lewinsohn as security on a bond.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8 4A 
sweeping vindication was given Henry M. 
Pindell of Peoria by President Wileon to- 
day. The president declared his intention 
of sending Mr. Pindell’s nomination as am- 
bassador to the senate at the earliest oppor- 
tunity despite the publication of a letter al- 
leged to have been witten the Peoria editor | 
by Senator James Hamilton Lewis. The | 
nomination probably will be made tomorrow. 

Secretary Bryan, acting for the president, 
issued a statement in which he declared the 
offer of the ambassadorship was made direct 
to Mr. Pindell by President Wilson. This 
statement denies all credits which Senator 
Lewis has claimed for landing the job for 
the Peorian. 

The president has taken full credit for all 
negotiations with the Peoria man on the 
ambassadorship after Mr, Pindell showed 
him a telegram from Senator Lewis asking 
him to say the letter as published last week 
had been stolen from Pindell's desk, 

Senator Lewis at the time said the letter 
had been stolen from Mr. Pindell. Mr. Pin- 
dell, however, refused to admit this and 
branded the letter a fake. 


Lewis Blamed for Letter’s Frills, 

The administration admits Mr. Pindell in- 
tended to serve but a short time. In other 
words, it takes credit for the skeleton of the 
published letter, but places on Lewis re- 
sponsibility for adding the frills, such as 
the condition that Mr. Pindell must resign et 
a certain date, the pleasure he will find in 
traveling about Hurupé as an American am- 
bassador, and the courtesies he will receive 
as a result of Senator Lewis’ cards of in- 
troduction to royalty and nobility. 

Senator Lewis issued a statement in which 

he declared a former employé was responsi- 
ble for the publication ot the alleged Pindell 
letter. 
Mr. vmden retused to say anything about 
the case further than to express delight-at 
the vindication giver him by the president. 
He left for Pearia this afternoon. 


Republicans to Fight Nomination. 

Notwithstanding the president's state- 
ment, Republicans in the senate are not 
going to confirm Pindell without a fight. 
They will not be aided in their effort, how- 
ever, by Senator Sherman of Illinois. Sen- 
ator Sherman said this afternoon: 

am for Pindell and will do all I can to 
help relieve him of the embarrassment of this 
incident. It was not his fault at all that a 
malicious letter was printed. Even if that 

letter was authentic, Mr. Pindeil should not 
| be held responsible for its contents. Cer- 
| tainly his conferences with the president and 
Secretary Bryan since the office was first 
tendered him indicate no improper agree- 
ment was made.” 

Senator Lewis and Mr. Pindell are de- 
clared to be estranged because of the con- 
troversy. Senator Lewis says the Peorian 
will be nominated and confirmed. 


Bryan Calls Incident Closed. 

With the remark that he regafded the 
Pindell incident as closed, Secretary Bryan 
today issued the following statement: 

„The ambassadorship to Russia is vacant, 
and the president has for some time been 

‘desirous of filling it by an appointment which 
would be entirely worthy of the great dig- 
nity and importance of the post. Knowing 
Mr. Pindell personally, his character, his 
ability, his’ exceptional fitness for the duties 
of such a place, he offered him the appoint- 
ment. Mr. Pindell did not seek the appoint- 
ment. It was tendered him-fot only without 
any solicitation on his part, but without 
any knowledge or anticipation on his part 
that it would be offered to him. 

In response to the offer he frankly stated 
that he would be glad to serve the adminis- 
tration in any way in which the president 
thought he could serve it successfully, but 
that he did not feel he could conscientiousty 
obligate himself to serve the full ordinary 
term of a foreign appointment because he 
did not feel that he could leave his business 
so long. The president asked him to accept 
it for as long a time as he could stay, and he 
consented.” 


Lewis Makes need 
Senator Lewis in his statement says: 
“The creation of these letters assumed 

to have been from me to Mr. Pindell, as pub- 
lished, now develops to have been the result 
of a collusion on the part of a former employé 
of my office in Washington, who had pre- 
viously forged my name to checks and had 
been discharged, but who had been protected 
by me from the penalty because of his family 
and certain of his confederates. These 
shaped these letters and sought to dispose of 
the same as being from me to Mr. Pindell— 
the stenographer having memory that letters 
of some kind on the subjects referred to had 
been dictated by me to Mr. Pindell. 
„However, the language used and the 
phraseology in the invented letters were so 
foreign to anything ever used by me that for 
three weeks throughout the country he had 
been unsuccessful.

From that time until one year ago, the 
last fiscal. report that we had, a period of 
forty-two years, that corporation declared 
in dividends $121,000,000 on an investment 
of $1,250,000, and made reinvestments out of 
its earnings of $75,000,000. Then the owners 
not only protest against meeting commit- 
tees of their workmen, but refuse to accept 
the good offices of the department of labor 
in negotiating the difficulty. 

They say their proportion is their own 
that they have the right to do with it as they 
please. Maybe they have, but those who 
take that position have a false conception 
of the titles to property.“ 


Titles Created by Law. 

The secretary said every title was law 
created and law protected and that, deprived 
of those laws, the property involved would 
be at the mercy of the first strong and cun- 
ning man who desired it. 

Law has created those titles,” he con- 
tinued, not primarily for the welfare of 
the man to whom it conveys it, but for the 
welfare of the community. Society has con- 
ceived, whether rightfully or wrongfully, 
that the best method of promoting the wel- 
fare of society is to convey titles to in- 
dividuals in real estate and personal effects.
